RCW46.18.220 and 2010 ¢ 161 s 617 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Aregistered owner may apply to the departnent, county auditor
or other agent, or subagent appointed by the director for a collector
vehicle license plate for a notor vehicle that is at least thirty years
ol d. The notor vehicle nust be operated primarily as a collector
vehicle and be in good running order. The applicant for the collector
vehicle license plate shall:

(a) Purchase aregistration for the notor vehicle as required under
chapters ((46-16)) 46. 16A and 46.17 RCW and

(b) Pay the special Ilicense plate fee established under RCW
46.17.220(1)(d), in addition to any other fees or taxes required by
| aw.

(2) A person applying for a collector vehicle |license plate nmay:

(a) Receive a collector vehicle license plate assigned by the
departnent; or

(b) Provide ((a&)) an actual Washington state issued |license plate
desi gnated for general use in the year of the vehicle's manufacture.

(3) Collector vehicle |license plates:

(a) Are valid for thelife of the notor vehicle;

(b) Are not required to be renewed; and

(c) Must be displayed on the rear of the notor vehicle.

(4) A collector vehicle registered under this section may only be
used for participationin club activities, exhibitions, tours, parades,
and occasi onal pleasure driving.

(5) Collector vehicle license plates under subsection (2)(b)_ of
this section my be transferred fromone notor vehicle to another notor
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vehi cl e described in subsection (1) of this section upon application to
the departnent, county auditor or other agent, or subagent appointed by
the director.

(6) Any person who knowi ngly provides a false or facsinmle license
pl ate under subsection (2)(b) of this section is subject to a traffic
infraction and fine in an anpbunt equal to the nobnetary penalty for a
violation of RCW 46. 16A. 200(7)(b). Additionally, the person nust pay
for the cost of a collector vehicle license plate as listed in_ RCW
46.17.220(1)(d), unless already paid.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 46.18 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The departnent nust provide a nethod by which |aw enforcenent
officers may readily access vehicle information for collector vehicles
by using the collector vehicle license plate nunber. In the event
duplicate license plate nunbers have been issued to nore than one
collector vehicle, the departnment nust provide a nethod for |aw
enforcement officers to identify the correct vehicle.
